Workings Flooded. 

Mine officials said that the cave- 
in occurred in an off-shoot work- 
ing about 1600 feet from the main 
shatt of the mine. Recent heavy 
rains had deepened the swamp. A 
section approximately a city biock 
in width and length fell into the 
workings and water quickly made 
its way to the matin shaft, flood- 
ing the three levels of the mine. 

The entrapped men are believed 
to have been killed almost instant- 
lv as the mountain of slough 
choked every outlet of the upper 
level and then worked its way to 
the lower reaches until the entire 
@haft was filled. As the mud and 
water rose to the surface the 
bodies of seven victims were 
brought up. One of the bodies was 
that of William Tippett, foreman 
of the mine, who was conducting 
W. E. Hill, a mine = tnspector, 
through the shaft. Hill’s body has 
not been recovered. 

The foree of the cave-in Is 
shown in the unsubmerged parts 
of the upper level of the mine. 
Iiuge stones and timber bracings 
were torn away. Timber matting 
and §0-foot wide earth partitions 
were carried away and churned in- 
to the general mass of wreckage. 
The bodies* of the men brought to 
the surface were battered until al- 
most unrecognizable. 

Rescuc Teams Powerless. 

About 150 men were employed 
at the mine in day and night 
shifts. Fifty-seven were on duty 
ant the timé of the disaster, but 
five of these were on the surface, 
having come to the top for lunch. 
They reported that as they were 


leaving the shaft they heard a 
low rumbling somewhere in the 


mine and that there was an un- 
usual draft of air which blew out 
their torches.

NEXT CONGRESS 
DRY, DESPITE WET 


SHOWING AT POLL 


Election Results Advance 
Liberal Cause, but Give 
No Hope of Modification 
at Early Date. 


MAY BLOCK FURTHER 
DRY LEGISLATION 


Wets Point to Referendum 
Majorities in Three 
States; Wheeler to Mis- 
souri and Colorado.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4-—The 
elections of Tuesday in which pro- 
hibition figured as a leading issue 
in many of the states undoubtedly 
showed a wet trend, but not of suf- 
ficient proportions to warrant hope 
that there will be modification of 
the Volstead act by the next Con- 
gress. ‘ 

In both Houses there will con- 
tinue to be a sizable dry majority 
—a majority not so militant, per- 


haps, as in the days when Wayne 


B. Wheeler could put over a dry 


measure by the crook of a finger. 
but nevertheless a majority fully 
able to wreck any bill for the tifb- 
eraliZation of the Volstead act. As 
in the present Congress, the main 
strength of the wets will be in the 
upper house. 

But whatever the final figures 
may show as to the lineup of the 
wets and drys in Congress, it is 
clear that the liberal cause hus 
been advanced by the great dispiay 
of wet sentiment at the polls. Tho 
election of anti-Volstead Senators 
in such states as Missouri! an.l M.1.6- 
sachusetts, the remarkable run 
made by George Brennan on & beer 
and wine platform in Illinois and 
the resuits of various state referen-~ 
da on the prohibition question—all 
these things indicate that the modi. 
fication movement is on the up- 
grade. ; 

Check on Dry Legislation. 

It is altogether probable that 
the wets’ showing on Tuesday, 
while not sufficient to bring back 
beer and wine, will have the im- 
mediate tangible effect of staving 
off any further dry legisiation. 
There.is a decided gain to the wet 
cause in the fact that the drys have 
been placed on the defensive. 

A statement issued last night by 
Wheeler from Antisaloon League 
headquarters claimed a victory for 
the drys, but it lacked the com- 
placence of most of Wheeler's 
manifestos. 

“The wet votes in the referen- 
da,’ he concluded, “and those éast 
for the election of nulliffeation 
Congressmen and Senators ohal- 
lenge the drys to get busier than 
ever during the next two years,” 

Wheeler on Massachusetts, 

Wheeler glossed over the expres- 
sive wet victory of Walsh in Mas- 
sachusetts by pointing out that in 
the race for Governor the incum- 
bent, Fuller, “an outstanding dry,” 
defeated the wet Democratic ean- 
didate, Gaston, by about 200,000, 

“This shows,” he said, “that the 
liquor issue was not the dominant 
one in the defeat of Senator But- 
ler. 

“The wets,” he continued, “got 
only nine out of the 86 Munators 
elected. In the House the wet 
strategy has been to pick out « 
few districts where they might win, 
but even with the odds in thetr fa- 
vor in these chosen wet districts 
they have scored an amazing Met 
of defeats. Over 300 members of 
the House with dry records or pro- 
nounecements have been elected.” 

Speaking of the referenda, 
Wheeler differentiated between 
those which sought repeal of state 
enforcement codes and those in 
which a “straw vote” was taken on 
the Volstead act. The organised 
dry force, he said, had paid ne at- 
tention to the latter, because they

‘To dine is an art. As with all the other arts, there are few 
masters of dining. Yet the guiding principles are but two. The 
dinner of the man who knows how to eat is merely simple and per- 
fect.” 

“But how does one learn this art of dining?’’ I asked him. 

“It is a matter of refined sentiments and sensibilities,’’ he ex- 
plained. “Nice—really nice—-people know how to dine as they know 
how to dress or bow. It should be a matter of instinct, but it can 
be learned as one learns the other principles of good breeding— 
only by personal observation and imtiation of the highest standards.

When she suggests that he get break- 
fast or dinner, “I say to her,’”’ declared the gallant and canny Escof- 
fier, “You cook better than I do, so why should I try my dishes on 
you?’”’ Here is some of his other advice about home dinners: 

“One’s dinner should always be simple—that is, restricted to a 
few courses. I prefer simple food always. I eat wholesome, plain 
food, well cooked and simply prepared. That is what everybody 
should eat. . lis oats 

“Most people eat too much. That I am able to look forward to 
my eighty-third birthday the twenty-eighth of this month is due to 
my always having eaten simple dishes and not too much of them. 

“For the small dinners for a few persons whose individual 
tastes are all well known to their hosts, the simplest sort of menu 
is the best. Indeed for a dinner of eight or ten friends I would 
prefer to serve only soup, a roast with two vegetables and a sweet. 
That is enough to satisfy anyone's appetite, and likewise to preserve 
health. . 

“The cost of the dinner should be expended not in a great multi- 
tude of dishes but in the perfection of preparation of a small menu. 
Rieh food of itself is not harmful; indeed, it is only reasonable to 
suppose that the better the materials used in cooking the better the 
effect on the physical system of the person who eats the food. Only 
there must not be too much of it, nor too many combinations, par- 
ticularly in hot weather.” 


WHAT NOT TO DO 

I asked M. Escoffier if he could list some ‘‘dont’s” for dinners. 

“Never serve coffee except at the end of the meal,’”’ he decreed. 

“Never fail to give the utmost attention to the sauce. The sauce 
fit the fish or meat as closely as a tight-fitting skirt fits a woman. 
If the sauce is bad it does not matter how good is the meat. On 
the other hand, a good sauce has been known to hide deficiencies in 
what it covers. 

“The ingredients of a dish should always harmonize with one 
another—-like two people in marriage. 

“Néver serve savories after dessert. A bit of fruit is the only 
tight thing to follow the pastries. ~ 

*“‘Never omit pate de foie gras, if it is in season, after the plece 
de resistance and before the dessert.” 

And, of course—however hopeless this counsel of perfection—HM. 
Eecoffier thinks that cooking in America can never be great without 
wine. 

‘Two or three wines are quite enough to serve with a dinner,” 
be has said. “The champagne should always come last, because it Is 
the king of wines and everything else after it tastes flat and bitter. 
An ideal list for a dinner would be a small bit of marsala-~—not more 
than a pony of this—-then a good Bordeaux (that is better than 
Burgundy)—and lastly champagne. 

“To know how to eat is to know how to live,” says M. Fscoffier. 
“The great essential of good cooking is a good cook. And he ts

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HELPS FOR THE

TATISTICS show that there are 
§ at least two million school] chil- 

dren affected with flat feet. 
weak arches and crooked spines. 
Physicians say most of these could 
have been averted by timely treat- 
ment. The best preventative, how. 
ever, is watchfulness and, in the 
case Of the feet, proper care dur- 
ing infancy and the growing years 
of the child. This duty must de- 
volve upon the mother. 

Walking, running, jumping, toe- 
walking and dancing are al] good 
exercises for the proper develop- 
ment of the feet, and they are 
good preventatives against the evils 
mentioned. 

l’lat foot is often the result of in- 
correct Walking. Teach your chil- 
dren to walk with the feet paralle! 
to each other and pointing direct- 
ly forward. Turning the toes out- 
ward is harmful and often causes 
the arch to fai]. It should be cor- 
rected before it becomes a habit. 

Incorrect shoes are largely the 
fault of foot troubles. Growing 
children should wear shoes a little 
longer and at least half an inch 
wider than the foot measure. 

The shoes should have broad, 
square toes, which are essentia] in 
establishing foot comfort. Round 
toed shoes draw the toes together. 
and in growing feet this may cause 
bunions. See that the inside of the 
sole from the ball to the end of the 
toe is straight. The sole should be 
perfectly flat in both directions. As 
soon as children’s shoes become too 
short or too tight they should be 
discarded—this refers even to the 
baby’s soft kid moccasins. 

When high shoes are worn those 
that lace are preferable because 
they can be adjusted and _ there 
will be no undue pressure on the 
ankle. In buying shoes be careful 
to avoid those that are stiff around 
the ankle. 

Stiff ankle supports in the shoes 
for weak feet are apt to do more 
harm than good and should not be 
worn. When the weakness first ap- 
pears have the shoemaker raise the 
and heel about a quarter of 
an inch onthe inner side. This 
throws the weight to the outer side 
of the foot and often overcomes 
the difficulty. 

The stockings children wear are 
important. They should fit 
comfortably and in no wise restrict 
the feet. A stocking that 1s too 
short may cause ingrowing nails 
and one that fits so snugly as lo 
draw the toes together may be the 
cause of corns.
